Slowly gaining momentum on its upswing

ger car and truck production in the United 

States and Canada this week reached an estimated 29,484 
units, running slightly under the revised total of 30,178 
units for the previous week. While no additions to the 
list of those now engaged on their 1937 schedules were 
officially reported, it is understood that at least three 
makers are “shaking down” their lines and running a 
few cars through to serve as exhibits at dealer and press 
“pre-views” that will be held in the next few weeks. As 
soon as these trial runs have been completed and every- 
thing is seen to be in order, it is expected that production 
of the new lines of automobiles will commence on a 
rapidly increasing scale. Contrary to widely circulated 
reports that Ford Motor Co. had finished its 1936 produc- 


tion, the plants of that company are still operating at | 


about the same rate observed for the past few weeks, it 
was officially divulged. The Ford plants are expected to 
remain in operation through the end of September. 
Packard and Studebaker, which were first on the scene 
with their 1937 models, continue to increase their outputs 
each week and by this time have built up a considerable 
supply of cars with which to stock dealers. Buick and 
Nash-LaFayette, the next makers to get under way with 
t!_ ir 1937 programs, also show increased schedules as 
~they hit their stride and their output will gain greatly 
within the next two weeks. An unusually high production 
rate is expected to be set by Buick which has invested 
millions of dollars in plant modernization and the im- 
provement of its factory facilities. The results of this 
investment are expected to be visible within the next 
few weeks.

reduced, officials of the companies believing that greater 


production will offset the difference. Continuing, the 
Wall Street Journal said: 

“These greater costs might be reflected in slightly 
higher prices in some of the lowest priced cars. In- 


creases had been expected by some this past year, but 
were not made necessary because added volume was 
more than sufficient to absorb greater commodity and 
labor costs. 


“Officials of several companies interviewed anticipate 
an increase of from 5 per cent to 15 per cent in total 
automobile and truck production for 1937 models as 
against 1936, with a 10 per cent figure being the expecta- 
tion of most. All companies in the medium and higher 
priced field look for much healthier increases than they 
are willing to concede to the industry. 


“Only through an increase in production can currently 
higher manufacturing costs be met. While management 
is unrelenting in its drive for improving efficiency of 
labor and machines, it is not likely that sufficient im- 
provement has been effected in these sectors as to make 
much of a dent in operating costs. A car’s construction 
is much more complicated, which accounts for more hours 
of labor being required.”

Replacement parts shipped to whole- 
salers increased 8 per cent from 128 
in July to 138 in August, according 
to the National Standard Parts Assn. 
sales index for August. (Average 
This is 
23 per cent ahead of August last year. The index for the 
first eight months of this year averaged 123, an increase 
of 17 per cent over the first eight months of last year, 
which registered 105. Service equipment and tools 
shipped to wholesalers for August increased two points 
over July, registering 146. This is 6.5 per cent ahead of 
August, 1935. Equipment sales for the first eight months 
of 1936 registered 140 as compared with 114, which was 
the average for the first eight months of 1935, showing 
a 23 per cent increase over last year. Original equipment 
shipped to vehicle manufacturers for August declined to 
142 from 172 in July. However, August is still 27 per cent 
ahead of August last year, which registered 112, the re- 
port says. The average index for original equipment for 
the first eight months of this year is 180, showing an in- 
crease of 31 per cent over the average for the first eight 
months of last year. Export shipments registered 94 in 
August as compared with 108 in July and 102 for August, 
1935. The average index of export shipments for the first 
eight months of this year was 96, two points ahead of 
the average for the first eight months of last year.
